HE PROVINCIAL MUSEUM and 
Archives of Alberta, the province’s 
official project constructed under the Con- 
federation Memorial Grants Program of 
the Centennial Commission, was officially 
opened on Wednesday evening, December 
6, 1967, by the Honourable Judy LaMarsh, 
Secretary of State and minister respon- 
sible for Centennial, and the Premier of 
Alberta, the Honourable Emest C. 
Manning. 


Following the unveiling of the plaque, 
Miss LaMarsh and the official party 
toured the exhibits in the $8,500,000 


building, the first Memorial Grants proj- 
ect to be completed west of the Maritimes.

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Milk River's History Marked By “Eight Flags’ Memorial e 


A UNIQUE geographical feature of the town of Milk River, 

Alberta, which resulted in a rather colourful history of the 
area, was the subject of their Centennial project, which was 
unveiled this year. 

The town, located in the extreme south-central section of 
the province, is the only one in Canada that lies within the 
Mississippi-Missouri River system. All streams north of Milk 
River Ridge, a continental divide running east and west, flow 
north to the Hudson’s Bay or tle Arctic Ocean. All to the south 
flow into the Milk River-Mississippi-Missouri river system. 

As a result of this geographical feature, this area has been 
claimec or held by more governments or authorities than any 
other region in Canada. Although several of these claims were 
never established in practice, they were, nevertheless, recognized 
by international agreements and therefore were valid. 

When these facts were brought before the town council and 
the recreation board of Milk River by High School Principal Don 
Wilkie, it was observed that the area had, indeed, been under 
eight flags, representing six governments and one great company. 
It was decided to commemorate this varied history of the area 
by the construction of a cairn, on which a plaque was mounted, 
telling the story of “Under Eight Flags.” 


The completed cairn weighs 37 tons, including the pediment. 
It is 12 feet long, 64% feet high and 34 feet thick, and is made up 
mostly of native prairie stones, some cut to expose the beautiful 
designs within. Petrified wood from the Milk River has also been 
used. A large bronze plaque carries the history of the eight flags, 
and along the top are eight small plaques on which are the names 
of the nations with their flags enamelled on them. Behind the 
monument are eight flags on 26-foot high poles, and two Centen- 
nial flags fly from the cairn itself. Some of the flags were donated 
by foreign consuls, the Hudson’s Bay Company, government of- 
ficials and citizens. Some of the very early flags had to be made, 
as they were no longer available. 

The plaque tells the story as follows: 


“When in 1803 President Jefferson of the United States 
authorized the Louisiana Purchase, the land on which the town 
of Milk River was later to rise became American territory. But 


this was not the first claim to the unexplored region, in fact, lying 
north of the 49th parallel and in the Mississippi-Missouri river 
system. French explorer LaSalle in 1682 claimed all the land the 
system drained for King Louis XIV of France and named the 
area Louisiana. The flag of France was the Bourbonne flag, a 
blue field with three golden fleur-de-lis. 


“In 1762 by a secret treaty of San Ildefonso, France aban- 
doned the largely unexplored region to the Spanish Empire. The 
flag of Spain was red and white quarters, with gold castles on the 
red and red rampant lions on the white quarters. 


“In 1800 Spain ceded the region to Napoleon, who intended 
to establish French rule firmly but was unable to do so. The flag 
of the French Republic, the tricoleur, blue white and red, the 
blue being next to the staff. 

“In 1803 the territory was acquired by the United States for 
a payment which eventually totalled $27 million. The American 
flag at that time had 15 stars and 15 stripes. 


“In 1818 a Convention signed between the United Kingdom 
and the United States established the boundary of British North 
America as far as the Rocky Mountains along the 49th Parallel, 
cutting off the extreme northern area of the Mississippi system. 
By previously granted licence the newly acquired territory came 
tee the administration of the Hudson’s Bay Company. The 
flag of the Hudson’s Bay Company is like the Canadian Ensign, 
the red field with the Union Jack in the upper left corner and the 
letters H.B.C. on the fly. 

“In 1869 following the formation of the new Dominion of 
Canada in 1867, jurisdiction over the western territories was 
transferred to the Government of Canada, the flag of which was 
the Union Jack. 

“In 1945 by Order In Council the Canadian Government 
declared the Red Ensign to be the distinctive Canadian flag. It 
has a red field with the Union Jack at the upper left corner and 
the Canadian coat of arms on the fly. 

“In 1965 by Proclamation of Queen Elizabeth II, the Maple 
Leaf flag was declared the official flag of Canada.” 

These flags fly proudly and make us aware of the wonderful 
heritage that we enjoy. °

_ This is a report of the personal Centen- 
nial project of one Government of Alberta 
employee, Jack Mills of the Electrical 
Protection Branch of the Department of

S A MEMBER of the Edmonton 
Branch, Alberta Arms and 
ridge Collectors Association (now the His- 
torical Arms Society of Canada), I have 
specialized in the collecting of military 
- firearms which have been used by Cana- 
dians over the years, in peace and war. 
It seemed appropriate, therefore, to ar- 
range a display in historical sequence of 
rifles, handguns, medals and badges, not 
to indicate war, but as symbols of loyalty 
and courage, and as the tools used by 
Canadians with which they shaped our 
historical traditions. 

The display covered the eras of the 
Canadian Volunteer Militia from the re- 
pulsion of the invaders at Ridgeway in 
1866 and 1870, through the Red River 
Rebellion of the same year and the march 
with General Middleton to the Riel Re- 
bellion of 1885. Then, to Canada’s first 
overseas commitment in the South African 
War and the famous battle of Paardeberg; 
World War I in Flanders, at Ypres and 
_ Vimy Ridge; World War II at Dieppe, 
Normandy, Scheldt, Hitler Line, Ortona, 
all immortal names in the annals of the 
history of Canadian citizens. 

The display was arranged in a series of 
frames with the rifles mounted on

ONE” and a fond farewell to 
Centennial Year was the theme of a 
rousing and colourful half-hour display 
of fireworks set off from the area west 
of the Legislative Grounds in Edmon- 
ton on New Year's Day, to mark the 
end of 1967 and the beginning of 
Canada’s new century.

coloured peg board, with masted Cana- 
dian, Centennial and Red Ensign flags 
mounted on the top of the centre frame. 
The lineage commenced on the left side 
with the Snider Enfield long rifle, first 
issued to the Canadian Militia in 1867 
and marked with the designation 66th Bn 
(Halifax Volunteer battalion of Infantry), 
now known as The Princess Louise 
Fusiliers. Then followed a series of Snider 
Enfields of various models all bearing 
Canadian regimental stamps. Units such 
as the Victoria Rifles of Canada, 13th Bn. 
Volunteer Militia from Hamilton (now the 
Royal Hamilton Light Infantry of Dieppe 
fame) to name but two. Included is a 
carbine of the pattern issued to Canadian 
Mounted troops and to the North West 
Mounted Police on their move west. 


Next were two Martini-Henrys, one 
from the Royal Military College at Kings- 
ton, the other bearing the stamp of the 
Royal Grenadiers (Toronto), followed by 
a Martini-Metford stamped the Royal 
Regiment of Canadian infantry (now the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, Canada’s old- 
est Regular Force regiment). 

A Winchester model 1876 issued to the 
North West Mounted Police during the 
rebellion was displayed in a_ central 
position. 

The display proceeded into the first 
magazine loading rifles of the Lee-Met- 
ford and Lee Enfield variety. All bear 
the stamps of Canadian Militia units, plus 
a No. 4 Enfield manufactured at Long- 
branch, Ontario, during World War II, 
and a specially designed rifle for sniping 


purposes.

The only rifle completely manufactured 
by Canada, the Ross, is displayed in three 
variations. They bear the marks of the 
Seaforth Highlanders of Canada, Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles and the 18th 
Mounted Rifles. 


In addition to the Military rifles, was a 
display of the rifles used by Canadians at 
the famous annual Commonwealth shoot 
at Bisley, England, which brought us In- 
ternational fame as marksmen. These in- 
clude the Lee Metford, the Ross, and three 
different Lee Enfield models. Also in this 
frame are the various military models of 
.22’s used for indoor target Ne and 
by cadet organizations. 


Mounted on a separate frame and 
placed midway between the rifles was a 
collection of handguns, once again all 
used by Canadians, starting with the 
Adams Revolver, the first handgun of the 
North West Mounted Police, following 
through the Enfield line, Smith & Wes- 
son, Webley’s and Colt’s to the 9mm 
Browning Automatic used currently, One 
revolver has six notches in the butt. 

On three long tables across the front 
was a display of Canadian regimental 
badges and medals and the Highland 
Claymore of Major Alex Stewart, of the 
3rd Battalion Canadian Scottish Regiment. 

The display won the Centennial Award 
at both the Lethbridge and Edmonton gun 
shows as well as the Grand Award for 
the best Canadian Military collection. 
While this was very rewarding, the per- 
sonal feeling of playing a part in Canada’s 
Centennial and bringing our history to 
the fore, was the crowning point. e 





Many Centennial programs have been 
carried out during the past year by in- 
dividuals and groups in various depart- 
ments and branches of the Alberta 
Government.

Assists Indians

Centennial Certificates 


The Provincial Apprenticeship Board 
completed a Centennial project when it 
held ceremonies in Edmonton and Cal- 
gary for the Presentation of Centennial 
Apprenticeship Certificates. Each func- 
tion was attended by some 250 to 300 
people, and platform guests included 
representatives of the Apprenticeship 
Board, the Institutes of Technology, 
Canada Manpower Centre, the Depart- 
ment of Labour, and civic officials. 


Publish Proceedings 


As their Centennial project, the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Minerals provided a 
grant of $4,000 to assist in the publication — 
of the proceedings of the International 
Symposium on the Devonian System, 
sponsored by the Alberta Society of 
Petroleum Geologists and held in Calgary. 


Booklet For Schools 


A Centennial Booklet, containing photo- 
graphs, plays and pageants, poetry, and 
suggested study projects, was published 
by the Department of Education and dis- 
tributed to schools throughout Alberta. 


Individual Projects 


Employees of the Magistrate's Court 
Clerk’s Office in Calgary told us of their 
Centennial projects, but were too shy to 
give their names. Full marks to them, 
anyway! One person travelled by jet to 
Hungary where she visited relatives and 
left Centennial souvenirs. One person 
planned her marriage for July 1, Canada’s 
birthday. One person is completing the 
transactions for the purchase of a new 
family residence. One person is sending 
souvenirs of Canada’s Centennial to 
friends and relatives overseas. 


Personalized Awards 


A. \R. Hay, Clerk of the Court and 
Sheriff of Medicine Hat, has shown his 
pride in Canada in a very tangible way. 
He has distributed personalized coffee 
cups, steins and plates made in Medicine 
Hat, with Centennial crests and the names 
in gold. In the first nine months of Cen- 
tennial year he had purchased and dis- 
tributed over 5 dozen coffee cups, 2 
dozen steins, and one dozen anniversary 
plates.

Back Yard Fort 


One of the first Centennial projects to 
be completed in the Edmonton area was 
_ Fort Gibeau, The fort was built by Phil- 

lippe Gibeau of Edmonton, chairman of 
the Debtors Assistance Board, to cele- 
brate Canada’s 100th birthday, as he 
wanted to decorate his back yard, and he 
wanted a “centennial project which would 
remain as a permanent reminder of the 
national celebrations”. The fort consists 
of a stockade fence and a lookout tower, 
and the Canadian and Centennial flags 
fly over the tower. 


Railway Builders 


At the Alberta School Hospital in Red 
Deer, a narrow gauge railroad, five- 
eighths of a mile in length, was provided 
by the Parent School Organization for 
Exceptional Children. There are two 24- 
passenger cars and a locomotive powered 
by a gasoline motor. Children of the 
School Hospital assisted in the construc- 
tion of the track. 


Park For Patients 


A Centennial Park, for the enjoyment 
of patients and relatives, was opened at 
the Alberta Hospital in Ponoka. Cover- 
ing about two acres, the park was spon- 
sored by the Patient Council, with funds 
coming from raffles, donations, etc., and 
the work was all done by the patients. 


Xenophon Translated 


A unique Centennial project is being 
carried out by Zoltan Sztehlo, Deputy 
Sheriff of Calgary. As the son of a Pro- 
fessor of Roman Law, Mr. Sztehlo in- 
herited a deep interest in the literature 
and history of ancient Greece, Rome and 
Egypt, and, in particular, the works of 
Xenophon, the classical master of hy- 
pologie (horsemanship). No English trans- 
lations of his books are known to be 
available, and Mr. Sztehlo describes his 
project as follows: 


“Translating into modern English the 
two books of this most sincere hypologist 
of ancient times, dealing with the art of 
riding, is intended to be my contribution 
to the advancement of equestrian sports 
in my chosen second country, Canada, on 
its 100th birthday.” The books will be 
published at his own expense. 


Seeding Projects 


A 3,000-acre scarification and seeding 
project was carried out by the staff of 
the Grande Prairie Forest, as their project, 
“growing trees for the next Centennial”. 
The area was covered with young aspen, 
but was originally known to have sup- 
ported a stand of spruce saw timber. As 
late as 1940 consecutive fires had des- 
troyed the stand and reduced it to a few 
small isolated patches. Quality timber 


found in these patches indicated the

feasibility of the project. Three bull- 
dozers worked from June 14 to October 
13, and 350 pounds of spruce seed were 
required to hand seed the project. 


Forestry Work 


Centennial projects undertaken by the 
Alberta Forest Service are described as 
follows: 


1. The Junior Forest Ranger Camp in the 
Crosnest Forest erected a stone centen- 
nial symbol with the words “Canada 
1867 - 1967 Prevent Fires” placed around 
it. The sign is located on the hillside near 
the Racehorse River Bridge on the Crows- 
nest Trunk Road. It is 96 feet high and 
156 feet wide overall with numerals and 
letters being 8 feet high and the cen- 
tennial symbol 60 feet high. 


2. The staff of Bow River Forest in Cal- 
gary co-operated with the Calgary Ex- 
hibition and Stampede Board in a centen- 
production in Flare Square during the 
1967 Calgary Stampede. 


The staff met with members of the 
Stampede Board and Heritage Park So- 
ciety to assist in the planning and lay out 
of a display depicting 100 years of prog- 
ress. Participation concerned mainly that 
period from 1867 to 1905. 


3. The staff at Rocky Mountain House 
assisted with the Voyageur Canoe pageant 
and the Rocky centennial “fly-in”. 





Survey Marker Part 
Of National Network 


N A CEREMONY on June 2st, 1967, 
Monument No. 1, representing <Aj- 
berta’s link in a nation-wide network of 
control surveys, was dedicated by the 
Hon. Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of High- 
ways. Similar monuments were dedicated 
in Ottawa, Whitehorse and nine other 
provincial capitals, in ceremonies marking 
the Centennial of Confederation. 

Mr. Taylor outlined the objectives of 
the control survey program, of which the 
monument is symbolic, as being a precise 
datum of survey monuments to which all 
types of surveys may be related so that 
information from one can be of immediate 
use in conjunction with all others. 

The Hon. Dr. Grant MacEwan, Lieu- 
tenant Governor, outlined the contribu- 
tion made by pioneer surveyors to the 
settlement and development of the west. 

Thomas Swanby, president of the Al- 
berta Land Surveyors’ Association, con- 
gratulated the province on its initiative in 
embarking on the program and spoke of 
the advances made in survey technology. 

The invocation was pronounced by 
Major Hosty, President of the Edmonton 
and District Council of Churches. e

4. The Junior Forest Ranger crew at 
Hinton constructed a woodsman’s arch 
and gate at the entrance of the Cache 
Percotte Forest road near Hinton. 


6. Trees were supplied to the Town of 
Slave Lake for a Centennial Tree Planting 
Project carried out by school children. 


7. Specimens of white spruce, lodgepole 
pine, red osier dogwood and potentialla 
fruiticosa were supplied to Armstrong, 
British Columbia to represent Alberta in 
their ‘Centennial Arboretum’. 








HE ATTRACTIVE new Peace River Centennial Museum is shown above, and at 

right, the Coat of Arms of the town of Peace River, development of which was a 
Centennial project of the Peace River Chamber of Commerce. Official approval for 
he coat of arms was granted October 23 by Order-In-Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Alberta. The coat of arms is made up of four parts, with a shield in the 
centre, surrounded by two moose and a Canada Goose. The shield is divided by wavy 
lines representing the junction of the Peace and Smoky Rivers. These wavy lines 
appear also on the Canada Goose’s wings and on the necks of the moose. The dove 
in the center of the shield and the olive branches in the mouths of the moose symbolize 
Peace. The background of the plaque is green, symbolizing the fertile country around 
the town. On the right is a tomahawk, which points to ancient, troubled history, and 
on the left are three heads of wheat, representing peaceful agricultural pursuits now in 
the area. At the top is a walled crown representing civic status for the town. The moose 





themselves symbolize the northern area, locating the town geographically. e 
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Federal-Provincial Grants Program Helps Build 
Many Projects ‘Of Lasting Nature’ In Alberta 


LMOST ONE AND ONE-HALF 
MILLION DOLLARS, or one dol- 
lar for each man, woman and child in 
Alberta, has been paid by the provincial 
government under the Federal-Provincial 
Centennial Grants Program, to assist in 
the construction of “projects of a lasting 
nature” to commemorate Canada’s Cen- 
tennial. 


The program, which was introduced in 
Alberta in March, 1964, provided for 
matching per capita payments of $1 by 
both the Federal and Provincial govern- 
ments, on condition that this amount 
would be at least equaled by the munici- 
paity making application for the grant. In 
most cases, however, the municipality’s 
share greatly exceeded the total amount 
of the grant, resulting in a total estimated 
value for all projects in excess of $10 
million. Some 440 projects, representing 
almost one hundred per cent of the eligible 
agencies in the province, have been com- 
pleted or are in the final stages of con- 
struction. 


A number of unusual projects have been 
constructed under the program. These in- 


clude the Planetarium in Calgary, Japa- 
nese Friendship Garden in Lethbridge, a 
ski tow at Tawatinaw, a race track at 
Benalto, bowling greens at Devon, senior 
citizens lounges at Bowness and Fort 
Saskatchewan, a carillon atop the city hall 
in Wetaskiwin, a television rebroadcast- 
ing station in Banff, and the purchase of 
original paintings by award, at Leth- 
bridge. 


Eighty-nine communities used _ their 
grants to provide Centennial Parks, while 
65 more chose to erect community centres 
or make improvements to existing centres. 
There are 43 new tot-lots or playgrounds, 
35 new sports arenas or improvements to 
existing arenas, 27 skating rinks, 33 curl- 
ing rinks, 13 swimming or wading pools, 
and 31 ball parks or sports grounds. Nine- 
teen libraries have been constructed, seven 
museums, nine picnic grounds or camp 
kitchens, and nine local histories have 
been written. The Peace River District 
has a new livestock complex, Hussar and 
Munson have erected flagpoles, Magrath 
and Sedgewick have new golf facilities, 
Hillside has preserved an old_ school, 
Warner has a bowling alley, and Chinook 


and Calmar have completed tree-planting 
programs. 


Seventeen Indian Bands in the province 
have utilized their grants for Centennial 
projects. These consist mainly of recrea- 
tion facilities, such as community centres, 
sports grounds or curling rinks, although 
some chose to erect memorial cairns or 
monuments. 


Most remarkable was the project of the 
Sturgeon Lake Band. With a population 
of only slightly over 1,000 persons, they 
have erected a Community Centre at a 
total cost of $125,000. Those bands who 
were unable to make use of their grants, 
waived them for the use of the bands with 
projects underway. 


The first applications to be received and 
approved by the Alberta Centennial Com- 
mittee were those of Bowness for their 
Senior Citizens’ Lounge, and Calgary for 
the Planetarium, which was opened on 
July 1, 1967. The first project to be com- 
pleted and officially dedicated was the 
Carillon at Wetaskiwin. This event took 
place on December 16, 1965. Ad

itself. The flame is similar to those lit at 
provincial capitals across Canada. Al- 
berta’s Centennial Flame is located in the 
center of a reflecting pool, surrounded by 
a landscaped patio. 

With the arrival of spring, the Legisla- 
tive grounds saw a considerable amount of 


activity in the celebration of Centennial 


functions. The grounds themselves, main- 
tained by the Department of Public 
Works, displayed the skill of the Depart- 
ment’s gardeners to their full advantage. 
The flower beds were at their finest for 
many years, and three of the outstanding 
floral displays depicted the Centennial 
Symbol, the Provincial Coat-of-Arms and 


_ the National Flag of Canada. These have 


been admired by many. 

Among Centennial festivities on the 
grounds have been the Columbia Girls 
Choir, Cosmopolitan Band, CFRN-TV 
Centennial Choir, Barrhead Elementary 
School Centennial Choir, West Van- 
couver Band, Edmonton Council of 
Churches, Centennial Singers, the Girl 
Guides Centennial Klondyke Breakfast, 
Summerside Legion Concert Band, West- 
lock High School Band, Y.W.C.A. Square 
Dance, televising a program of the Cen- 
tennial Singers, to be used in a CRC 
School broadcast, and a Ceremony of 
Tulip Planting on the north grounds of 
the Legislative Building, which again was 
timed to coincide with similar plantings 
at all provincial capitals. 

The outstanding event of Centennial on 
the Legislative grounds was the July 1 
dedication service which consisted of 
militia, massed bands and ethnic groups. 
Several thousand persons attended this 
gala celebration. 

A further Centennial service was held 
on the front steps of the Legislative Build- 
ing on September 1, 1967, to commemo- 
rate the day on which Alberta became a 
province. 

A further project carried out by the De- 
partment of Public Works during the 
Centennial Year was the introduction of 
hostesses and hosts to tour visitors through 
the Legislative Building. Although this

BENEFITS TO CONTINUE 


[HE YOUTH TRAVEL Program is 
one of the most successful projects 
undertaken by the Centennial Commis- 
sion. Although this type of exchange has 
been carried out by the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Christians and Jews for over ten 
years, the Centennial program began as 
a pilot project in 1964, when 1,000 high 
school boys and girls from 15 to 17 years 
of age visited distant provinces. Another 
2,000 young people made similar visits 
under private sponsorship, assisted by 
grants from the Commission. 

In 1965 the program was expanded to 
include 3,000 young people under the 
direct program of the Commission and 
an additional 9,000 under private aus- 
pices, for a total of 12,000 young Cana- 
dians on the move. In that year students 
from the Yukon and North West territories 
participated for the first time. In 1965 
also, thirty-seven voluntary organizations 
undertook travel exchange programs with 
the help of grants from the Centennial 
Commission. 

By the end of Centennial Year, 1967, 
close to 50,000 young people will have 
obtained a greater appreciation of our 
wonderful land re 8 participation in 
this program.

Festival Events To Many Centres 


CENTENNIAL YEAR will long remain in the memories of 

Albertans who derive a special pleasure from the perform- 
ing and expressive arts, for in this year just past, many groups of 
artists and individual soloists brought enjoyment to the residents 
of cities and towns of every size, in every corner of the province, 
as part of a Centennial program. 

Two distinct programs were presented. “Festival Canada on 
Tour” consisted of professional groups, many from Eastern 
Canada and abroad, whose tours were sponsored by the Centen- 
nial Commission, supported by local organizations. The “Alberta 
Performing Arts on Tour” program was sponsored by the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta to present Alberta groups and soloists for the 
entertainment of Alberta residents. This second program was by 
far the most extensive ever attempted by the Government of this 
province, and, it is hope, the forerunner of many more such 
programs. 

Festival Canada on Tour started in January, when “Les 
Feux Follets,” a musical and dance group from Montreal, brought 
their program of folk dancing and song to four major cities in 
the province. In February, Shakespeare lovers thrilled to the 
Stratford Festival Company in their premiere performance 
outside Stratford, in Calgary. The National Youth Orchestra, 
including nine young musicians from Alberta, played concerts in 
both Calgary and Edmonton in August, and in September the 
well-known folk singer, Gordon Lightfoot, travelled the Peace 
River district. 

“One Hundred Years of Musical Comedy” brought musical 
memories to audiences in fourteen towns and cities in September. 
In that same month the musical “Anne of Green Gables” was seen 
in Edmonton, Chanteuse Monique Leyrac thrilled audiences in 
Edmonton and Calgary, and Leonard Bernstein conducted the 
great New York Philharmonic Orchestra in concerts in Edmonton 
and Calgary. 

October saw the arrival of Sir Lawrence Olivier and his 
National Theatre of Great Britain company, for two unforgettable 
performances in Edmonton, and on November first the Rolan 
Petit Ballet of Paris performed in Edmonton. 

A French variety group, “Les Chansonniers,” appeared in 
Edmonton and Calgary in November, and in December both 
cities enjoyed the National Ballet Company of Canada. The 
“Best of Barkerville,” a musical saga of the gold rush days, was 
performed in six Alberta towns, and the year ended with the 
Holiday Theatre for Children presented in both Calgary and 
Edmonton. 

Local theatre groups sponsored most of the presentations in 
Festival Canada on Tour, with the exception of the Stratford 
Festival Company and the National Theatre of Great Britain. 
Because of the exceptionally high guarantees required by these 
two groups, the Government of Alberta undertook sponsorship, 
in order to make certain that Albertans had the opportunity to 
enjoy them. 

The Alberta Performing Arts on Tour actually got under way 
in December of 1966, when the Alberta Ballet Company 
travelled to Hinton, Jasper and Edson. Later, in 1967, they also 
performed at Grande Prairie, Dawson Creek, Peace River, High 
Prairie, Bonnyville, Leduc, Edmonton, Red Deer and Jasper. 

In a first-time-ever concert tour, the Edmonton Symphony 
performed during March in Camrose, Hanna, Lethbridge, Ponoka 
and Barrhead, as well as a special Centennial concert in 
Edmonton, while in April the Alberta Folk Arts Festival was held 
in Edmonton. 

Famed concert pianist and native Albertan, Marek Jablonski, 
played concerts in twenty-two Alberta cities, towns and villages, 
to audiences ranging from 150 to 2,000 persons, in three separate 
tours during the year. 

April saw the Mac 14 Theatre Society of Calgary tour the 
southern part of the province with “Mary Mary,” then present the

The Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra visited Drumheller, 
Claresholm, Three Hills, Strathmore, Cardston, Vulcan, and High 
River in November and December, and, also in December the 
Lloyd Moss Family of Edmonton, presenting their “100 Years of 
Music” show, travelled throughout northern British Columbia. 
the Northwest Territories and the northwestern portion of 
Alberta.
